Conservative organizations and think 
tanks are saying it’s the latter. They’re 
— demanding that educators rerum to bas- 
ing lessons on science, not emotional 
environmental campaigns urging politi- 
action. 

“I don't mind saring the rain forests or 
endangered species," said political scien- 
tist Michael Sancra, a leading critic of 
environmental education. "I want the 
kids to have their facts straight.” 

He cites textbooks that he says distort 
population ^wih and global warming or 
give one-sided accounts of managing 
I waste accumulation or protecting tlircac- 


cned species of plants and animals. 

Environmcniol educators admit to iso- 
lated cases of teachers using poor materi- 
als or urging students to promote pet 
- - - causes. -But they insisr'that most materi-“ 
als used in schools arc balanced. 

“There are award-winning programs 
all over the country," said Rick Wilke, 
associate dean and professor of environ- 
mental education at the University of 
WIsconsin-Stevens Point. "Recent 
attacks on environmental education arc 
overstated and politically motivated.’’ • 
Critics arc demanding balance. From 
Wilke’s perspective, however, some «m- 
servative groups that failed to weaken 
environmental regulation in Congress 
and elsewhere arc involved in a long- 
term campaign to quell environmental 
teaching. 

‘Wilke is past president of the Nonh 
American A^ciaiion for Environmental 
. Education, whidi will release, new envi- 


ronmcntal teaching standards \vithin two 
weeks. Reviewed by 1,000 educators and 
c-xperts, the standards are to help teach- 
ere ch oose materials free of bias, sdenti^. 
ically accurate arid with balanced view- 
points. • 

Next spring, the association is releas- 
ing guidelines on what fourth-, ci^th- 
and IZth-graders need to know to be 
"environmentally literate," Ed McCrea, 
tho group’s executive director, said. 

In Washington, a conservative science 
and public-policy research group, the 
George C. Marshall Institute, has 
appointed an independent commission to 
e.xamine teaching materials and deter- 
mine whether environmental issues are 
presented objectively. 

What top environmental educators

“One 
of the options is to run the 
investigation ourselves," he

sold.tiOns of cocaine to the 
street gangs of South Central 
Los Angeles and funneled mil- 
lions in drug profits to the 
CIA-run guerrilla army in 
Nicaragua. ' 

While not saying the CIA 
deliberately introduced crack 
into urban communities, the 
series traces the explosion of 
crack cocaine used in California 
to two Nicaraguan cocaine deal- 
ers who were part of an anti- 
communist commando group 
run by the CIA during the 
1980s.

But he recently filed a lawsuit claiming 
that negligence resulted in a permanent 
loss -his left leg. 

Caner, 37, of Heybum filed the law- 
suit Oct. 9 in 5th District Court in Twin 
Falls seeking an unspecified amount of 
damages. Koch Agriculture Iric., head- 
quartered in Wichita, Kan.; Coiner & 
Sons Inc. of Hansen; and Barclay 
Mechamcal Services Inc. of Rupert are 
named as defendants. 

• Carter was employed by Express 
Personnel Inc. of Twin Falls. On June 


21, he was working at the grain elevator 
operated by Koch Agriculture and 
jj- ^ Coiner & Sons, at the comer 
of Addison Avenue East and Highway 
50, according to the lawsuit. 

^230 p.m., Carter slipped in 
a hole in a protective grate and his legs 
were caught in the whirring auger 
Wades located in the floor, trapping liim 
mdre for a few seconds, according to a 
Twm Falls sheriffs report. The narrow 
auger, whicli is used to load and unload 
gram, ^ the length of the floor. 

In his lawsuit, Carter says his left leg 
had to be amputated below the knee 
^d his right leg was seriously damaged. 
He accuses Koch and Coiner Si Sons of 
negligence in the elevator operations, 


•including failure to cover the auger, and 
of not abiding with industry and other 
safety standards. 

Barclay Mechanical Services, which 
does welding work, was accused of ncgli- 
gently performing repairs or making 
omer changes to the floor auger systenL 
resulting in the removal of several pro- 
tective grates. 

Representatives of Koch Agriculture 
Coiner & Sons could not be reached for 
comment about the lawsuit, and 
Barclay Mechanical Services had no 
comment. 

Within the last nvo years, one worker 
died and two others - including Carter - 
were maimed in separate accidents at 
Koch Ag Services fadlidcs in the Magic 


Valley. According to the federal 
Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration, the company had violat- 
ed 11 safety standards and been fined 
58,500. _ 

Melvin Orville Deem of Burley died in 
a 1994 accident, and one year later a rail 
car severed another tvorker’s foot at an 
Acequia Koch site. 

At the time of Carter’s accident, a 
Koch_ spokesman said the company was 
working with OSHA to improve its acci- 
dent record. 

Carter has requested a jury trial and 
IS seeking damages for his past and 
future medical expenses; past and 
future economic losses; and attorney 
fees.

C\NYON enr, Ore. ( AP) — A 
doctor accused of shooting 11 cat- 

nle was removed We^esday from 
• lus-posirion as a.lcader of a hotly 
contested initiaifve campaign that 
would require cattle to be fenced 
out of many Oregon streams. 

Dr.. Patrick Shipscy, who was 
arrested 1\iesday, is a chici petitioner 
for Measure 38, a pn^posal designed 
to improve the rater quality and 
salmon ItabitaL The measure, on the 
statewide ballot Nov. 5, is strongly 
opposed by the cattle industry. 

Sheriff Fred Rcusscr said 
Wednesday that Shipscy had 
admitted shooting the cattle that 
ivandcrcd onto his property from 
a neighboring ranch. 

The measure’s other chief peti- 
tioner, Bill Morlctt, moved quick- 
ly to lessen the impact of 


Shipsey's arrest on the campaign, 
which he characterized as “too 
close to call.”- 

“We are severing our relation- 
ship with Patrick in order for him 
to deal with his problem on his 
own so that this incident does not. 
further cloud the ongoing debate 
regarding the issues behind 
Measure 38," Marlett said. 

Shipscy, 43, was released on 
his own recognizance after being 
jailed overnight on 11 felony 
counts of criminal mischief. 

His attorney, Mike Kilpatrick, 
said the case would go to tlie dis- 
trict attorney and likely to a 
grand jury. 

One of only six physicians in 
Grant County (pop 7,900), Shipscy 
w'as arrested after he came to the 
sheriffs office to discuss the matter.

money for the project througli a 
local improvement district, which 
would tax bu.sincsscs in the area 
according to how much property 
they own along the streets. 

LcRoy Craig of Prescott and 
Craig Insurance, says the project 
would be worthwhile, even 
though he would be taxed for 
property both on Lincoln and 
Main. 

Improving the looks of down- 
town could be the first step 
toward an overall boost for the 
community, said Craig, who has 
been involved iridi the improve- 
ment committee since it was 
formed about a year and a half 
ago. 

Linda Henderson has a differ- 
ent view, said she has a different 
view. Putting new sidewalks in 
^wntown just after a school levy 
failed makes no sense to her. 

"It’s an extravagance,” said 
Henderson, who co-owns three 
blocks of frontage property along 
I West Main, including the Rialto 
I Inn. 

“We don't have the money for 
an extrai-agance." 

Hobby Corner owner Elaine 
Dairy, who also owns the Jerome 
Martial Arts Academy along the 
same block of East Main, tvams

thinks the cost should be spread 
around. 

“Everybody should have a 


civic pride in their toun," Dairy 
said. 

The Chamber of Commerce 
and business owners such as 
Craig first came up with the 
street idea. The city would chin 
in' $500,000 or .so for the project 
which would come from a federal' 
highway fund credit. Mayor 
Gerald Ostler said, 

The city lets its credit build up 
until it has enougti for a project. 
The fund was last used several 
years ago, when the street was 
widened and .sidewalks and gut- 
ters were improved along East 
Avenue and Eighth Street, he 
said. Idaho Transportation 
Depanment grants would also Ik* 
u-sed, and in all, $1 million could 
come from outside sources. The 
rest would come from the local 
improvement district tax on 
downtown property oivners. 

However, the tax district 
requires a 60 percent i*nie of the 
property ouners involved, 

“If those downtown business 
owners get together in a meeting 
and the majority of tliem vote 
ngain.se (it), it will be over," 
Ostler said. 

If the improvement district 
fails, the city would not pursue 
the state grant or spend its feder- 
al highway money. 

- An engineer has been hired to ' 

calculate the cost of the tax dis- 
trict. but Weldon Weigle of the 
•improvefnent group’s subcommit- 


tee (lid not want to make even a 
rough estimate of the cost until 
the engineer's work was done. 

That will probably take 30 to 
40 days. 

Property owners will get the 
figures, and a public meeting tvill 
held before a vote on tlui district, 
he said. 

Steve Young and Iiis mother, 
Mary Young, who own Frontier 
Antiques in the first block of 
West Main, said they see both 
positive and negative things 
about the proposed project. 

It might make the town look 
better, but the added burden of a 
tax district could be toi/gh. 

, “If I could fmd a building 
cheap enough, I’d be over in Twin 
Falls," Steve Young said. 

However, Craig said he did not 
think the tax would be much of a 
burden. 

“That’s the way it should be," 
he said. "The people who are 
going to benefit directly from it 
should have to p.iy." 

Tlie tax district could be cheap- 
er for businesses tlian doing tlieir 
own improvement- work, he .s,iid. 

Even so, Henderson said she 
thinks regular cleanup and main- 
tenance is needed to make down- 
town look better. The city can 
spend its money elsewhere, she 

-said. -

The issue is not about waste 
already in Idaho, Day said. There 
is no other place to put it, and 
Idaho may be stuck with it and 
can only pressure the govern- 


ment to make it as safe as possi- 
ble in the meantime. The real 
issue is whether Idaho accepts 
hundreds of additional ship- 
‘ mems, he said. 

People should look at who is 
opposing the initiative, he said. 
The opponents have a vested 
interest in the continued produc- 
tion of nuclear waste, primarily 
the federal government and 
large coiporations. 

Lockheed Martin Idaho 
— Teduiologics donated $10,000 to ' 
the effort to defeat tiie initiative. 
It is one of the largest defense 
contractors in tho world, Day 
said. Another opponent is 
Monsanto, a nuclear weapons 
contractor in Ohio, he said. 

“We shouldn’t surrender 
before we’ve begun to fight,” 
Day said. Passing the initiative 
would galvanize activists and 
strcngtlien Idaho’s position polit- 
ically to stand ivith neighboring 
states against the continued 
dumping of hiiclcar waste in 
po litically weaker states. 

No’other sta'ces have had aii 
opportumty to vote on continued 
sliipments of nuclear ivaste, Day 
. said. It is an opportunity fpr 
Idahoans to send a message to 
the federal government that 


wants to continue business as 
usual dumping waste in Idaho. 
And the vote, he said, would 
send a message of soUdarity with 
neighboring "target states" for 
nuclear waste.

BOISE (AP) — Advocates of the property 
lax-ciiiiiiif; One Percent Initiative have for* 
nially accused the Idaho Falls School District 
of violating state campaign laws in distribut- 
ing a flier laying out arguments against the 
proposition. 

Idahoans for Ta.\ Reform claimed that the 
group acting Sciioo] District Superintendent 
Jolin Murdoch said paid for the flier had not 
complied with campaign finance disclosure 
laws. 

It also cliargcd that mailing the flier under 
the district’s hulk mailing permit amounts to 
illegally spending tax money to advocate a 
position on an initiative. 


The sdiool district and the organization 
have until Nov. 1 to respond to the complaint 
that was filed on Wednesday. 

Murdbeh said on Tuesday that the flier was 
pnmed by a group called Friends of District 
91, which is financed by private donations. He 
said the flier was included in a mailing the 
district was already making for other purpos- 
es so there was no additional cost incurred by 
the district. 

lilt complaint points nut that the Friends of 
District 91 is not rcgi.stcred with the stale as a 
political committee and has filed no campaign 
finance disclosure repons as political commit- 
tees are required. 


But under state law, any person, business or 
organiration that has not registered a political 
committee and spends money on a ballot issue 
independently of the formal committees advo- 
cating and opposing the issue need only 
report that expenditure 30 days after the elec- 
tion. 

That law requires no registration or pre- 
election reports. 

It was the second complaint filed by the 
group in less than a week.

Weaver hopes eharges, 
arrests forthcoming 


DENVER (AP) - White sepa- 
ratist Randy Weaver wants more 
federal agents charged in con- 
nection with the 1992 siege of his 
remote Idaho Panliandle cabin 
tliat left his wife, son and a fed- 
eral marshal dead, a Denver tele- 
vision station reports.

liandling of the Ruby Ridge 
siege, 

"It’s about time," Weaver said. 
“You know, they .say tlie wheels 
of justice turfi slosvly. Well, 
there's been times in the last 
four years cluit I thought they 
had stopped." 

Four other suspended FBI offi- 
ciaLs, including Deputy Director 
Larry Pott.s, remain under inves- 
tigation and Kahoc was expected 


to cooperate with authorities. 

Weaver said he always 
believed there was a coverup in 
the inve.stigation “and a lot of 
lies" during his trial on a murder 
charge. “I saw a lot of federal 
agents get on the stand and lie, 
and then lying for each other 
covering up each other’s viola- 
tions," ho said. 

‘T’vc boon waiting for this and 
hoping for this and praying for it, 
and I’m really happy about it," 
he said. “Time heals, but there 
are some deep scars there.” 

Weaver’s three daughters 
lived with family in Iowa until 
joined by their father after he 
was released from custody. 
Weaver moved to Montana this 
summer with his children to 
return to the slower, quieter 
remote mountain life the family 
had lived in Idaho. 

'llie siege began when federal 
agents looking for a way to 
peacefully arrest Weaver on a 
gun-charge were surprised by 
Weaver’s son, Samuel, and 
friend Kevin Harris.

LONDON (AP) — British sci- 
entists say they’ve found a 
chemical signature of mad cow 
disease in the brains of people 
with a human brain-ivasting ill- 
ndss, adding to evidence that 
the people got sick from eating 
contaminated beef. 

' ;An American scientist famil- 
iar with the study said the find- 
ings provide “a very strong sug- 
gestion” that the disease that 
wrecked the British beef indus- 
try had jumped to humans. 

Professor Jolhi Collinge of 
London's Imperial College School 
of Medicine, who led the smdy, 
acknowledged Tuesday that the 
discoveiy is not conclusive proof 
that the diseases are linked. 

But he said it boosts the theo- 
ry that mad cow disease, formal- 
ly called bovine spongiform 
encephalopathy, was transmit- 
ted to people to become a new 
variant of the human 
Creutzfeldt-Jakob disease, 
(^edCJD. 

Europe’s beef industry was 

thrown into turmoil when the - 

British government announced 
in March that eating beef conta- 
minated with mad cow disease 
was the “most likely” cause of a 
new strain of CJD in humans 
which has killed 12 younc

'Hie students insisted their six- 
hour protest against alleged 
police brutality on Tuesday was 
not political, but a senior mili- 
tary officer said Suu Kyi’s 
National League for Democracy 
was suspected of fomenting stu- 
dent unrest. 

Kyi Maung, the league's 7S- 
ycar-old vice chairman, was 
taken into custody by police 
early Wednesday for interroga- 
tion, and a senior military offi- 
cer, who spoke on condition of 
ohonymity, said he would be 
released soon.

MAN’TA, Ecuador (AF) — A 
cargo plane burst into flames 
• shonly after takeoff, lost altitude 
and slammed into a church bell 
tower, raining fiery debris on 
dozens of homes in this Pacific 
pon city. At least 30 people died 
and 80 were injured, officiats 
said today. 

I ho Boeing 707 bound for 
^Iiami with a cargo of frozen fish 
hit the hell tower of La Doloro.sa 
_ — the “Grieving .Virgin.’:. 
Roman Catholic Church in Manta 
on Tuesday niglit. 

“The plane could not pick up 
altitude and plunged to the 
ground wrapped in flames, like a 
ball of fire,” said Jose Quintana, 
a street vendor who witnessed 
the crash in this city 160 miles 
southwest of the capital, Quito. 

All three crew members, an 
American and two Colombians, 
were killed, as well as the cliurdi 
priest. ’Ilie American crew mem- 


ber’s name was not made public. 

Initial reports said the aircraft 
belonged to a U.S. company, but 
that could not immediately be 
confirmed. 

National Health Director 
Mario Paredes said at least 30 
people died in the crash and 80 
more people were injured, most 
tvith bums. 

Bernardo Caicedo, a laborer 
who lives eight blocks from the 
- point of impact,- rushed into the - 
street after the crash. “It was a 
hell. The sky was red ... horrible. 
Explo.sions were going off every- 
where. It was tanks of cooking 
gas that were blowing up, one 
after the other,” Caicedo said. 

Firefighters and civil defense 
workers dug through the rubble 
of destroyed homes seardiing for 
survivors, but Dumas Farid, a 
doctor at Manta hospital, said 
there was little hope of finding 
anyone alive.

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) — 
A fire that killed 25 inmates 
began after National Guardsmen 
fired incendiary devices into a 
crowded jail cell, Venezuela’s 
prison chief admitted 
Wednesday. 

Flames diat roared through the 
holding cell at La Planta jail in 
downtown Caracas early Tuesday 
caused one of the worst tragedies in 
a.prison systeni that human rights 
f^ups have severely critidzed. 

National Prisons Director 
Antonio Marval, who interviewed 
prisoners and jail officials, said 
both sides told him that three 
National Guardsmen, now ' 
detained for interrogation, tossed 
the devices, possibly Molotov 
cocktails, fnto the cells. 


, Asked why they did that, 

' Marval said it apparently was out 
of “wickedness” and “repres*'’ 
sion." The guards could be 
charged with “premeditated raur- 
• der” he told the Associated Press. 

The city morgue said today - 
that 25 inmates had died, lower- 
ing earlier cstiniates of 26 dead. 

Marval had said Tuesday the 
fire began after a riot by inmates. 

After the fire, the 12-foot-^-12- 
foot concrete jail cell was as 
black as a coal mine. I^ed on lop 
of one another were the bo^cs, 
some of them embracing. Most of 
their hair end clothps,.tycrc 
bumciloff, their tongues protrud- 
ing, their eyes opened wide in 
terror. 

Two m'etal bunk beds were 


about the only things in the cell 
that weren’t burned to ashes. 
Most of the prisoners had slept in 
hammocks or on the floor. The 
blaze consumed their bedding 
and clothes. - 

The few survivors described 
the horror. 

Jose Alberto Mejias, 31, was 
one of five inmates from the cell 
who:managed to flee. He said 
• guards locked them in the cell 
after 6 ajn. roll dill and fired tear 
gas canisters at them.. The canis- 
ters produced sparks and “every- 
thing aught fire." 

..'Tstayed calm -. Iclimbed up Q 
wall and 'crawled into a hole and 
passed through to another cell ... 
The other guys couldn't get out,” 
he said.

file alliance of troops loyal to 
deposed military chief Ahmed 
Shall Massood and northern war- 
lord Gen. Rasliid Dostum are die 
only forces capable of halting a 
complete Taliban takeover of the 
country. The Ttiliban army of reli- 
gious studem.s, which sivept into 
Kabul on Sept. 27 and now con- 
trols two-thirds of Afgiinnistan, 
responded to Wednesday’s 
a.ssault with mortars, heavy 
artillery and tank fire. Mas.sood’s 
tnwps were Dying to take control 
of die Khair Kliay pass, 12 miles 
north of Kabul. 

Witnesses returning from the 
front said Taliban troops put up 
fierce resistance, chasing retreat- 
ing soldiers loyal to the govern- 
ment beyond Kot Safi, a small 
village north of the coveted pass. 

Control of the pass would have_ . 
put Massood’s men in the hills 
overlooking Kabul’s airport and 
made it difficult for the Taliban 
to advance northward.

On the other hand, the pheasant liunt- 
ing is so good that you'll have plenty of 
opportunities to shoot.

Here in the north-central pun of the 
state, such experiences are common. 
Mobridgp, which with a population of 
•1.174 is the largest city in a 100-niile 
radius, is the hub of a vast ranching and 
agricultural area. Known as tite Oasis of 
Oahe, Mobridge is bordered on three 
sides by Lake Oahe, which offers some 
of the country's finest walleye fishing. 

Fields of com, wheat, millet and sun- 
flowers as well as extensive grasslamis 
and brushy draws provide ideal habitat 
for pheasants and sharptail grouse. 
Waterfowl nest in the potholes and wet- 
lands that dot the land. The. area also is 
home to wild nirkeys, white-tailed deer, 
mule deer and antelope. 

‘‘The habitat is everything," said 
Marv Schlomer, who specializes in guid- 
ing pheasant hunters on more than 
3.000 acres of prime agricultural land. 
“If you don’t have the habitat, you're 
not going to have the wildlife."

Another diving bird found on the Snake River - the 
nude common merganser - has a deceptive appearance 


with its large body, green head and white breast. 
Overall, it’s a beautiful duck.

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His new book 
captures the

^ KALISPELL, Mont. (AP) — 
For mountain photographer Jolin 
Winnie Jr, a strong pair of lungs 
is as valuable as a stout tripod or 
crisp lens. 

Uu't an inquisitive mind is no 
doubt the most valuable asset of 
all,_ 

The Kalispell photographer’s 
new book, "Higli Life, Animals of 
the /Mpine World," is'more than 
a batch of pretty pictures. Ii’s.a 
fascinating look at a, rare comer 
of the world. You can’t help but 
leant something; 

"I tried to dig out and find 
stuff that most people aren’t 
nware of.” he said. 

Stuff like this: 

Did you know that when 
bighorn sheep get worried, their 
horns got hot? It’s true. Bighorn 
horns are more than just orna- 
ments and 

vveapons; they help the animal 
conserve and expel heat, and 
thus conserve energy. That is 
probably the reason hortherri ' ' 
subspecies of biglioms have thin- 
ner, less expansive headwear 
than their cousins in the desens 
of Mo-xico. 

Another one: The scavenging 
habits of wolverines are well 
known, but did you know they 
can also hunt big game? Thdre 
are at least two records of die 35- 
pound animals pulling down cari- 
Ihui 10 times theirsize. . 

Sucli are the tidbits offered by 
Winnie’s book — from his cam- 
era and his curiosity. 

Winnie is a longtime Flathead 
resident who, while in college, 
worked summers for concession- 
aires in Glacier National Park. It 
was there he fell in love with 
wildlife photography. He eventu- 
ally received a bachelor’s degree 
in zoology from the University of 
Montana. 

He retains a scientist’s knack 
for research. And it is that knack 
that separates his book from so 
many coffee-table tomes. 
Winnie’s field observations are

mlvcd with some of the latest sci- 
entific findings in field biology. 
Tlie book includes three pages of 
references, citing such techm'cal 
papers as “Chromosomes of the 
Siberian Snow Sheep and 
Implications Concerning the 
Origins of Amphiberingian Wild 
Sheep.’’ Understand all that? No 
matter if you don't, because 
Winnie explains itiall, in clear 
and even enjoyable layman’s lan- 
guage. 

But what about the photos? 

Winnie put in hundreds of 
hours alone with his subjects in 
the mountains, and put thou- 
sands of miles on his rig, travel- 
ing to Denali National Park in 
Alaska, Jasper National Park in 
Alberta and, of course, Glacier 
National Park, a couple of hours 
from home. For secretive animals 
such as wolverines and mountain 


lions, he worked with Flathead 
Valley game farms such as Triple 
D. 

"I spei^a lot more time scout- 
ing than'l'do shooting. I have 
hiked a lot of miles, climbed a lot 
of mountains, without ever firing 
a frame," he said. 

The photos are organized .into 
categories including birds, such 
as ptanmgan and golden eagles, 
predatore like cougars and bears, 
ungulates like mountain goats 
and mountain caribou. 

But again, the photos capture 
not only scenic panoramas and 
well-lit portraits; they reveal 
intricate details of each species’ 
behavior. 

•Winnie has pholos that ard 
every wildlife photographer’s 
dream, such as the frame-by- 
frame head-butts of dueling 
bighorn rams. But there are ^o 


images of the subtle posturing 
and body language that typify 
the bighorn mating season. 

“It makes it a lot more interest- 
ing. You’re not just looking at an 
animal. You are seeing and 
understanding social interac- 
tions,” he said. 

Winnie sees his book as 
“straightforward natural histo- 
ry," and not a sermon. 

“I tried not to come across as a 
rabid environmentalist,” he said. 

Still, his book points out that 
alpine habitats are fragile and 
often suffer from human abuse. 

He also notes that high<ountiy 
ecosystems offer secrets to sur- 
vival that could prove invaluable 
to future generations. 

"People have this attitude that 
we make stuff. We don’t. 
Everything comes from the 
world. From nature.”

BUHL - For Maxine Wilson 
Metzler, tvidowcd.at age 35 when 
a buUct intended for an elk took 
the life of her husband, October 
opens more than just another 
hunting season - it also opens old 
wounds. 

“But it’s not something I dwell 
on,” says Meal er. 

Still, at this time of year 29 
years later, she can't help but 
remember. 

Because of the careless han- 
dling ota firearm by another 
hunter, Melvin tt “Bill" Wilson - 
then a Buhl High School teacher - 
was fatally shot while hunting in 
the Foatherville area with two 
other teachers, The bullet, fired 
from a distance of about 75 yards, 
tore iJuTju^ the arm of one of the 
men in Wilson’s party before it 
struck Wilson in the back, cxiting- 
ihrough the right side of his chest. 

He died about three hours 
later. 

I didn’t think I could go 
on living,” remembers Metzler, 
who was left wth two children - a 
9-year-old daughter and a S-year- 
old son with cerebral palsy. 

Although some shooting acci- 
dents are not be fatal, the hurt 
can last a lifetime. 

Bill Fields, nmv a teacher at Buhl 
Middle School, remembers the 
damage he caused and still reflects 
about how much worse it could 
have been when he accidentally 
shot his hunting partner in the leg. 

On a hunting trip, after their par- 
ents had left camp, the two boys 
(both in their early teens) ^vem off 
to 00 some hunting of their own - 
each packing .22-c^ber rifles. As 
they climbed up a steep hill. Fields 
slipped and fell on lUs gun, dis- 
charging a bullet that struck his 
companion in the back of the leg. 

“And it could have been 
worse," recalls Fields. “It could, 
have killed him." 

"But the accident taught me a 


very important lesson: I never 
walk any distance mth a rifle no^v 
unless it’s in a sling.” 

In retrospect, Fields credits a 
hunter-safety class he took just 
prior to the accident for teaching 
him what to do in the emergency. 

“I just can’t stress cnou^ how 
important those classes are,” ■ 
Fields said. 

And the state of Idaho agrees. 
Since 1980, under the title 
“Hunter Education,” the Idaho 
Department of Fish and Game 
has conducted a hunter-safety 
program and mandates that no 
hunter born after 1975 will bo 
issued a license to hunt in Idaho 
without first completing the 
Hunter Education course. 

Along with gun safety, the pro- 
gram teaches proper hunting 
. .ethics, wildlife conservation, 
jvildlife identification, survival 
and more. 

- . ‘Tasons not only havo to take the 
course (a minimum of 12 hours and a 
shooting session) but they also have 
to pass it,” according to Stu Mumjl, 
who has coordinate hunter-safety 
classes in this region for more than 
24 years and now ivorks as a volun- 
teer in that progr^ 

To pass, “A kid'has got to show 
maturity in tliat shooting session - 
no goofing off,” Murrell said. 

“If he’s not responsible, then 
he'll have to wait and take the 
class another year,” he added. 

The bottom line? 

“You just don’t pass a kid if you 
can’t feel safe with him walking 
behind you” carrying a rifle. 

And statistically Speaking, has 
the program proven to be a suc- 
cess? 

"Yes,” Murrell said. “In 1966, ' 
diere were approximately SO hunt- 
ing accidents a year. That dropped 
to maybe four or five a year and, 
in recent years, Idaho has had no 
hunting fatalities at all."

roundings. When hunting sea- 
son arrives, the birds flush and 
fly as unpredictably as wild 
• pheasants. 

The big advantage of hunting 
on a preserve is a longer season 
and a more generous bag limit. 
The regular South Dakota 
pheasant season 'runs through 
Dec. 22 with a daily limit of 
three roosters. The preserve 
pheasant season is Sept. 1 
through March 31 and the daily 
— limit-is eight roosters. 

The wild and pen-raised birds 
benefit from the excellent habi- 
tat. 

Some of the land is enrolled 
in the Con-servation Reserve 
Program (CRP), which was 
enacted by Congress in 1985 
and recently reauthorized. 

The CRP pays farmers to not 
plant crops on lands that are sub- 
ject to erosion. The grasses that 


grow on CRP lands hold the top- 
soil in place and also provide 
excellent nesting habitat for 
upland birds and ^vate^fowl. The 
grasses also provide protection 
for the birds from bad weather 
and from predators such as coy- 
otes. 

Thanks to the CRP, the pheas- 
ant hunting today Js. as good as 
the 1960s, if not better." 

“As a kid, the limit was five 
birds and it was nothing to get 
-your-five,” said Schlomer,”’ 
adding that a major blizzard in 
1966 almost wiped out the 
state’s pheasant population. 

Providing you can shoot rea- 
sonably straight, it’s nothing to 
get your eight birds at Missouri 
River Ringnecks. 

We started our hunt* in a 
grassy field, seven of us walking 
in a line across the field as nvo 
bird dogs sniffed out the pheas- 


ants. Although it was early in 
the preserve season, the first 
few birds flushed wildly in from 
of us, far out of range. As we 
neared the end of the field, 
•birds began to flush with 
increasing frequency and we 
were able to drop a few. 

Ideally, we would have had 
blockers at the end of the field: 
Other hunters who wait for the 
birds to be pushed to them. 
Pheasants me e xtrem ely wary, 
and they’ll often run instead of 
flush. 

As hunters move through a 
field, the birds will run to the 
end, then fly. When they fly, the 
blockers enjoy excellent shoot- 
ing. i 

After a march through a 
neighboring field produced 
another rooster, we headed to a 
com field on another part of the 
property. 


If you’re going to do a good 
job at this, you need a lot of 
area,” Schlomer said. "You 
can’t hunt the same areas over 
and over because you’ll burn 
them out. We rest each of our 
areas fof three days.” 

The corn field must’ve been 
very well rested because- it was 
loaded with pheasants. As we 
walked through the shoulder- 
high corn stalks, 'birds flushed 
- with rcgularity_As-we reached a- 
grassy creek, birds began'to 
erupt into the air. 

“Rooster!” yelled Tom Dafnis 
as a bird flew over my head. 

The pheasant tumbled into 
the com field behind us, where 
it was retrieved by Dafnis’s 
German short-haired pointer 
Rhoda. 

Then another rooster went 
airborne to my right and it fell 
into the creek. ; 


“Rooster!" yelled Schlomer as 
a brightly colored bird sped my 
way while I jammed nvo fresh 
shells into my gun. Before I 
could snap the gun closed anoth- 
er rooster flew past and lit in an 
adjacent corn field, untouched’] 
-j- but not for long.

Drake mallards are among die 
easiest ducks to'identify with 
their large body, green head and 
white breast. A male shovelcr is 
similarly marked with a! bluish- 
green head and white breast, but 
its spoon-shaped beak and the 
light-blue leading edge of its 
wings distinguish it from mal- 
lards.

An Associated Press examina- 
tion of boating deaths on three of 
Oregon’s most popular wliitewater 
rivers has found nearly a third of 
the people who died since 1985 
had been drinking and more tlian 
three-quarters were not wearing 
life jackets. 

In tlie past 10 years, die number 
of people rafting Oregon’s white- 
water has grown tremendously, 
and many of them are drinking 
wliile they do it. Many also neglect 
to wear ilieir life jackets, though 
. they cany tliem in their boats. Tlie 
law requires people only to carry 
- life jackets not wear them. 

Unlike dry-land drivers, boat 
operators are allowed under 
Orbgon law to knock back a cou- 
ple of drinks. They just can’t be 
drunk. Tliat means die amount of 
alcohol in the blood cannot axceed 
0.08 percent, about four drinks 
within nvo hours. 

The Associated Prass examined 
sheriffs department r^pons on 21 
deaths on the Rogue, Deschutes 
and Santiam rivers, which 
accounted for the most deaths in 
the state. 

Seventeen people, or 81 per- 
cent, were not protected by life 
jackets when they died, even 
though most had life jackets in 
their boats. Six cases, or 33 per- 
cent, involved people who had 
been drinking. . •

Geoff Young learned that his 
brother had jumped for the 
shore with a rope to haul the 
raft out of the boil, but 
couldn’t hang on to the rocks 
and went underwater, life jack- 
et and all. 

“They watched in amaze- 
ment," Young said. “About 30 
seconds after lie went down, his 
vest popped up. They wouldn’t 
get off the raft. One of the guys 
put the vest on on top of his." 

They saw the body briefly 
underwater, and thrust an oar 
toward it, but then it sank out 
of sight and wasn’t recovered 
for 11 days.

Man builds career on rod research 


Dallas Morning Nowa 

KOCKPORT. Texas - Gary 
Loomis talks with the zeal of an 
evangelist as he tells more than 
yon ever wanted to know about 
how to l)iiild a better fishing rod. 

Loomis has hot rod credentials. 
His Washington-based G. Loomis 
company builds rods that are 
considered by many serious 
anglers as the best on today’s 
market. 

Hclncated as a machinist, 
Loomis got into rod building in 
1973. He was fishing for steel- 
lieatl on the Klamath River and 
needed a better rod for tiio long 
casts retitiired by this arduous 
sport. 

A local rod-building company 


would not sell him the compo- 
nents he wanted, so he went to 
work for the company and 
became an industry pioneer. 

Loomis toured the 1974 
American Fishing Tackle 
Manufacturers Show and looked 
at the first Fenwick graphite fish- 
ing rods. 

"I wont back to my boss and 
told him we have to get into 
graphite,” recalls Loomis. "The 
boss asked, ‘What’s graphite?' 

"I don’t know,” said Loomis, 
"but we gotta get into it.” 

They did. So did everybody 
else, following the material esca- 
lation from basic graphite to 
improved IM6 graphite tonhird-. 
generation IMX graphite. * 

In layman's terms, the 


improved graphite materials and 
rod-building techniques allow 
designers to create rods that are 
lighter but stiffen 

Loomis often compares fishing 
rod actions with diving boards. 
Like a rod, the diving board 
stores energy. You load the board 
when you jump on it. When it 
tlu"ows you into the air, the board 
continues to oscillate, depending 
on its stiffness. 

To Loomis, the continued oscil- 
lation is wasted energy. It’s the 
same with a fishing rod, though 
the oscillation occurs so quickly 
you can't sec it. Rod oscillation 
on the cast causes imperceptible 
waves in the line, and those 
waves affect casting perfor- 
mance.

Record muskie isn’t just another fishy tale

ST. PAUL, Minn. — Now that 
his mushe has been declared the 
ViTirld’s catch-and releasc record, 
M^amnson is ready to hear from 
the skeptics. 

“I don’t really care, either,” says 
. Martinson, a 49-ycar-old angler 
from Forest Lake. “I know what I 
caught. That is all that matters.” 
What Maninson caught was a 
60 and 3/8-inch-long muskie in 
Oncano's famed Lac ScuJ, where 
all muskies must be released. 
Guided by longtime fishing part- 
ner Alarv Kiley of EiUisade,-Minn., 
Mamnson let go what is believed 
to be the largest muskie caught in 
North America thus yearl 


Officials with the National 
’ Freshwater Fisliing Hall of Fame 
;will recognize it as the world 
’ catch-and-release record, lieating 
out a 58-incher caught in 1994 in 
the Ottawa River. 

The fish had a mouth the size of 
football, Martinson recalls, and 
the largest head of any muskie he 
' hod ever .seen, including a 57-inch- 
er that hangs on his wall. 

• The problem? Only one photo of 
the fish exists. At the moment 
Maninson hefted it up for Kiley to 
take a picture, the muskie flopped 
back into the water. The lone 
snapshot shows a distant, but 
large, fish stvimming atvay. 

‘‘I reached dotvn with my left 
hand for support and she. just 


went ballistic," sayt Martinson, a 
construction superintendent. "It’s 
unfortunate. I’m sure there will 
never be anotJier one like that." 

The Hall of Fame doesn’t 
require a photo for its catch-and- 
release record book, which offi- 
cials say is largely an honor pro- 
gram. Fish are recognized by 
length, and a witness is also 
required. 

• But lacking good photographic 
evidence, Martinson’s catch surely 
will attract naysayers. His situa- 
tion is reminiscent of the case of 
Dan Jacobson, a Florida latvycr 
who in 1993 submitted a 63-inch 
muskie — also caught in Lac Seul 
— for the Hall of Fame’s muskie 
catch-arid-releaso rec*d. 


After a bitter yearlong battle, 
Jacobson’s catch was dismissed by 
Hall of Fame investigators — not 
because Jacobson lackdd evi- 
dence, but because plenty of it 
existed. Investigators said a video- 
tape shot by witnesses suggested 
Jacobson’s fish was only 59 inches 
long. Jacobson called his detrac- 
tors “fanatics;” the controversy 
eventually landed on the cover of 
the Wall Su-ect Journal. 

Officials at the Hall of Fame, 
however, believe Martinson. 

Before the fish escaped, 
Maranson and Kiley measured it 
three times with a tape. Its ginh 
measured 28 1/2 inches, making it 
a “onc-in-a-million fish," Kiley 
says.'

■‘But l>oth arc entrenched in 
the political sy.stcm. Because of 
ihat, ihey have to demonstrate a 
collegial rappon." 

Sure enough, right after the 
first debate. Dole staned attack- 
ing Clinton’s character with TV 
.ids suggesting a ■•moral’’ crisis in 
the Wiiiie House. 

Yet lots of us common folk 
manage to genuinely like — even 
love — people who are on-the- 
opposiie end of the political spec- 
trum from us: spouses, siblings, 
i>arenis, children, friends. 

How do we manage it? 

"It takes a certain maturity, a 
certain lack of black-and-white 
iliinking, a comfort with the 
grays," says Karen Turner, a 
liceased menial health counselor 
in Winter Park, Fla. 


“It takes somebody who per- 
haps was caught to be nonjudg- 
mental and had a fasdnadon wi£ 
diversity, somebody who realizes 
that you can understand another 
person’s position even though it 
may not be your posidon.” 

Most important, it takes “a 
willingness to know people 
deeply," Turner says. 

The key is to get beyond a par- 
ticular point of view, "to realize 
that people have basic integrity, 
to respect their basic integrity 
and honesty." And to see each 
other within a wider context than 
politics.

NEW YORK — Stock prices fell for a 
third straight day as traders sold shares 
of companies that reponed or projected 
less-than-speetacular profits. 

Tlie Dow Jones industrial average dosed 
do^vn 2534 points at 6,036.46 after paring 
an intraday loss of more Uian 60 points. 

Stocks and bonds improved around 2 
p.m. EDT after reports that the U.S. 
Treasury had successfully auctioned 
S12.S billion of five*year notes at 6.325 
percent, the lowest rate since April 24. 
Yields on 30*year Treasury bonds, a 
puge of coruumcr and business borrow* 
ing costs, slipped to 6.83 percent from 
6.85 percent late Tuesday. 

The bond market’s relief spilled over to 
stocks, trimming a 2*to*l lead of declining 
issues to advancers down to 6-to-S on the 
New York Stock Exchange. Volume was 
moderately heavy at 439.64 million

The 
Nasdaq composite index, which Hopped 
around all day, ended up 7.88 points at 
1,227.88.

But the NYSE composite fell 0.31 to 
375.91, and the American Stock 
Exchange’s market value index fell 2.S6 
to 570.73. 

Investors dumped a wide selection of . 
mostly blu«j<hip equities in response to 
earnings reports, which analysts said . 
have not been strong enough to justify 
(lie stock market's lofty valuations. 

Even where earnings vn-ctc better than a 
year ago, comparisons with the previous sec- 
ond quarter, and projections for the foi^i 
quancr, \o-crc less encouraging, they said. 

“Companies arc having problems with 
their earnings momentum quarter*by* 
quarter," said Brian Bclski, managing 


director at Dain Bosworth Inc. in 
Minneapolis. And because 'stock prices 
arc hi^. with the top 100 Nasdaq stocks 
gaining 38 percent from its trough in mid- 
July, “people ore looking for a reason to 
scll," Bclsld said. 

Electronic Data Systems Corp.’s shares 
fell 11 3/8 to 48 1/8 in leading vrolumc on 
the New York Stock Exchange. EDS said 
its third-quarter profits rose 8.4 percent 
from a year ago and were in line with 
expectations, but the computer tedtnology 
company’s executives said they expect a 
weaker performance in the founh quarter. 

DuPont, the biggest loser among the 
Dow industrials, fell 2 3/4 to 94 1/2, even 
after the chemical maker reported net 
earnings of S1.60 a share, up from 51.38 a 
ye.y ago and above analysts’ mean expec- 
tations of 51.58 according to First Call 
Inc. While DuPont’s chemical earnings 
were good, its oil profits were not, ana- 
lysts said.

Utah County cuts Micron’s

PROVO, Utah — Micron 
Technology has convinced Utah 
County to whack 5225 million off its 
original SGOO million valuation, of the 
company’s 830-acre computer chip 
plant site in Lclii. 

In announcing-tho compromise,- 
County Assessor Claude Richards 
acknowledged his initial estimate was 
excessive. 

“We were higli at first," he said, 
explaining-the site was the largest ever 
appraised in the county. 

pane Spencer, a county appraiser, 
said he had appraised 100 acres of the 
land that is within an Economic 
Development Area at $39,711 per acre. 
The land is toned for technical manu- 
facturing. 


The additional 730 acres al-so toned 
technical manufacturing, but not within 
the EDA, was appraised at 522,000 acre. 
Spencer said. 

Wlien Boise-based Micron first select- 
ed tlie north Utah County property for 
its plant, company officials said the 
facility would be worth SI.3 billion 
•when completed. That estimate was 
nearly doubled later to 52.5 billion, but 
earlier this year Micron halted constrtic- 
tion. 

Industry experts suggested the slow- 
down reHcctcd Micron’s concern over a 
drastic slide in the cost of computer 
memory chips on the international mar- 
ket.
